Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1966. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  16th  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  being  a report  on  the  health  of  the  Urban 
District  in  1966. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  for  the 
mid-year  1966  vas  2,260.  The  District  population  has  increased 
approximately  300  within  the  last  10  years. 

The  Urban’s  area  in  acres  remains  static.  There  was  an 
increase  in  Council  Houses  making  a total  of  200.  Another  substancial 
increase  is  in  the  Rateable  Value. 

The  main  causes  of  death  within  the  District  was  due  to 
Heart  Diseases,  this  also  being  the  general  cause  throughout  the 
County  and  Country. 

Ho  epidemics  of  any  character  appeared  among  the 
inhabitants  and  the  Community  as  a whole  enjoyed  a commendable  state  of 
health.  There  did  occur  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis, 
all  of  these  being  men  in  the  middle  age  group.  Measures  are  undertaken 
by  the  County  and  the  Urban  Authority  to  eliminate  this  particular 
disease.  Yet  one  finds  it  still  lurks  within  the  Society.  Every  adult 
who  feels  unwell,  looses  appetite,  strength  and  weight,  also  those  who 
experience  night  sweats  and  has  had  a continious  cough  should  avail 
himself  of  Chest  x-ray  facilities  in  Bangor  and  consult  his  family 
Doctor. 


Incorporated  is  the  Report  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  this 
being  the  last  Report  of  Mr.  J.  R.  Pritchard  before  retiring.  Appreciation 
is  here  recorded  of  the  loyalty  and  industry  of  a colleague  in  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  may  he  enioy  his  retirement. 

As  Tourism  is  on  the  increase  and  the  Urban  by  its  situation 
enjoy  the  Grand  Entrance  to  the  Island  one  must  emphazise  most  strongly 
that  attention  must  be  forcasted  especially  on  Public  Cleansing  and 
Conveniences. 

In  conclusion  I welcome  Mr.  Lear  as  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  look  forward  to  a most  successful  period  of  Public  Health  Work  with 
him.  I also  wish  to  thank  the  Clerk  for  his  most  sincere  and  pleasing 
co-operation  in  all  matters  concerning  the  health  environment  of  the 
District.  Also  I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Chairman 
and  members  of  the  Health  and  the  Housing  Committees  for  their  interest, 
confidence  and  pleasant  co-operation.

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 


These  services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  by  General 
Practitioners  in  the  District.  The  following  figures  are  quoted  by 
courtesy  of  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

Vaccination  against  Sami  Ip  ccs 

A total  number  of  28  perons  were  vaccinated  for  the  first  time  during 
the  year,  and  14  others  were  re-vaccinated. 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

B.C.G.  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  Chest  Physician  in  collaboration 
with  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff.  The  scheme  provides  for  the 
vaccination  of  new  born  infants  born  into  tuberculous  households  and  of 
tuberculin  negative  contacts  of  known  cases. 

Dipheria  and  Whooping  Cough  immunisations 

A total  number  of  28  persons  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria  during 
the  year,  and  28  were  immunised  against  whooping  cough,  and  29  were  immunised 
against  tetanus.  • ..

Public  Cleansing.  Refuse  collection  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own 
Refuse  Lorry.  It  now  takes  4 days  to  make  the  collection  with  2 men  and 
a lorry  driver  due  to  the  extra  work  involved  with  the  new  houses  being 
built  in  the  district. 

The  Refuse  Tip  is  at  Refail  Newydd  and  is  still  causing  us  some  concern 
as  the  tipping  area  is  becoming  very  restricted.  One  workman  is  employed 
to  level  and  control  the  tip  for  four  days  a week. 

Sewerage.  No  extension  of  sewers  was  carried  out  by  the  Council,  but  two 
additional  private  sewers  were  laid  to  private  Housing  Rstatos.  The 
existing  sewerage  system  has  been  working  satisfactory  but  the  Council 
must  give  careful  consideration  before  they  approve  any  further  extensive 
housing  development  in  the  district. 

Street  Cleansing,  The  work  is  being  carried  out  by  the  Counci'1  workmen 
and  streets  are  cleansed  daily. 

Public  Conveniences.  The  existing  2 public  conveniences  arc  considered 
inadequate  and  unsatisfactory  and  plans  have  been  approved  for  a new 
public  convenience  adjoining  the  Recreation  Ground. 

Food  Hygiene.  All  hotels,  cafes  and  retail  food  shops  in  the  district 
are  regularly  inspected. 

Ice  Cream.  There  are  no  manufacturers  of  Ice  Cream  in  the  district  but 
most  shops  sell  ice  cream  in  cartons,  also  there  are  itinerate  sellers  of 
ico  cream  from  vehicles  during  the  summer  months. 

Rodent  Control-.  T-hv  TTor':-.  pf-» .controlling  infestation  on  the. 'ref  use-  tip* 
is  let  out-  on  contract  to  Rentokil  Ltd.,  and  any  complaints  of  infestation 
in  the  district  is  dealt  with  by  Council  workmen  trained  for  the  purpose.

Building  Control.  All  new  houses  approved  by  the  Council  are  inspected 
during  various  stages  of  construction.
